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THE AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


The Showing of the November Keport of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


WasHINGTON, November 12.—The Novem- | 


ber report of the department of agriculture 
ives the local yield per acre in October, The 
inal report of the condition of corn, which 
averaged 78, was interpreted to mean a pro- 
duct close to sixteen hundred million bush- 
els. The average yield per acre appears to be 
twenty-three and one-tenth busheis, one and 
a half bushels per acre lower than the yield of 
1882. The product will, therefore, be about 
forty million bushels short of the previous 
-crop, notwithstanding the increase of area. 
This is the third in succession below the 
average yield. The following six successive 
crops above the avera.e yield, 26 bushels per 
acre. The yieldsof the corn surplus states 
are as follows: Onio 28 bushels per acre; 
Indiana, 27; Illinvis, 26; lowa, 243-10; 
Missouri, 27510; Kansas, 36210; Nebraska, 
36 busbe's The best quality and largest 
yields of the season are in the Missouri val- 
ley. In the middle states New York averages 
22; New Jersey, 28; and Pennsylvania 285-10 
bushels. In the southern states; Mary- 
land averages 23510 bushels; Vir- 
ginia, 14; Norch Carolina, 12; South Carolina, 
8, Georgia 9, Florid a8510, Alabama 
1 15-10, Mississippi 13 5-10, Lou- 
isiana 14210, [exas 17510, Tennessee 20 
bushels. Toe quality of the crop in tue frost 
ed belt is very poor. The quantity report- 
ed 1s 20 8-10 bushels in Minnesota, 21 5-10 in 
Wisconsin, 235 101in Michigan. Tue potato 
crop is large as before reporved, amounting to 
about 175 million bushe's

MORE PaNostuN sWINDLES. 


Another Brazen Scheme by Whichte Feteh Money 
From the Soidtcra. 


Wasuineaton, November 12—The report 
of Second Auditor Ferris, and its considera- 
tion by Attorney General Brewster, have ied 
to another branch of investigations connected 
with the swindling of soldiers by the claim 
agents. The district attorney has discovered 
that a number of firms here have issued cir- 
culars soliciting claims for additional bounty 
and asking and accepting fees in advance for 
the pretended prosecution of this class of 
claims. The fraud arises from the fact that 
the time for filing these claims expired under 
the law June 30, 1880. Since that time the 
second auditer bas not received them. The 
practice of the firms now found tobe en- 
gaged in this business has been to accept 
these cases, take the fees, and stick the appli- 
cation away in their offices. 

J. T. Alien, deputy collector of internal 
revenue, reports to the commissioner that he 
has just returned to Greensboro, N C., from 
a raid through the counties of Randolph, 
Montgomery, Moore and Chatham, where he 
captured six blockade distilleries and de- 
croyed 7,000 gallons of beer.

WaAsuincton, November 12.—General James 
R. Carnahan, adjutant general of Indiana, has 


addressed a letter to the secretary of war, and 


sent copies to the adjutant generals of the 
several states, proposing that a national en- 


campment, to consist of some of the best com- 
panies, battal'ons, regiments, batteries, and 
troops, of the national guard from every state, 
be held in Washington some time during the 
month of May, 18584. The objects 
of the proposed encampment as_ set 
forth by General Carnahan, are to secure con- 

essional aid and :encuuragement by show- 
ing congress the high degree of efficiency to 
which our national! guard may be brought, 
and tO promote a grand national comrade- 
ship between all sections of our nation, 
breaking down ail bitterness and bringing us 
togetber in friendship stronger than can be 
attained in any other way.

WasHINGToN, November 12.—The weather 
turned intensely cold last night, and a fierce 
gale prevailei all over the northern states 
and Canada, the cold and wind being particu- 
larly severe on the lakes.

LoviIsvILLe, Ky., November 12 —Saturday 
was a general holiday in honor of the closing 
of the exposition, atter a successful season of 
102 days, during which 800,000 persons have 
been in attendance.

Fraudulent Aasetsa Which State and Peop'ec Were 
Swindted. 

CHicaGco, November 12.—The finance report 
of the receiver of the Aetna insurance com- 
pany of this city, which went to pieces short- 
ly after the great fire of 1871, was madein the 
United States court to-day. [he report of the 
matter in chancery, in connection with the 
receiver's report discloses a rather astonishing 
state of affairs. The compahn’s assets include 
what was claimed to be, say 142,000 secured 
paper. In settlement the total amount 
realized was $215. The master says: This 
paper was all fraudulent and worthless, 
signed by worthless insolvent bankrupt or un 
known persons, and the securities were a 
trust deed to property which the makers did 
not own. The testimony shows that the 
company was aswindle and that it was or- 
ganized for the purpose of obtaining money 
under false pretense. It was able to do this, 
as the state accepted the assets as satisfactory.

| in Europe when Luther lived, ninety-nine of 


one hundred would say it was a state of gross 
darkness, and would add that Luther's spark 
kindled 
He would show that nothing was further from 
the truth than this modern view of Luther's 
He asserted that’ to 
Catholicism, and not to Protestantism, was 
the world indebted for the light that followed 
tne fifteenth century. Printing and paper, 
those powerful agents in the diffusion 
of knowledge, were invented _ before 
Luther was born. The discovery of this new 
world was the result of the energy, learning 
and liberality of Catholic Spain. At that 
lime 64 universities of learning existed in dif 
ferent parts of Europe. The church architee- 
ture and art of that time were also cited as 
evidence that the Catholic church was not a 
suppressor of learning. The existence of re- 
publics with a prosperous commerce under 
Catholic ausyices give the lie to the charge 
that the Catholic church was the enemy of 
energy, learning and liberty. He then refer- 
red to the claim that Luther was a reformer, 
and cited the acts of Luther to show that he 
was pot. Looking to the fruits of Luther's 
teachings, Monsignor Capel said: A recent 
publication says there are 236 divisions o! the 
Protestantreligion in England alone. On the 
contrary the Catholic church remains the 
same everywhere throughout all time. 
Luther's teaching tends to destruction not to 
building up. It tends to  tationalism 
and aguosticism. Communism anutber of its 
legitimate fruits, was not known in the 
middle ages. The revolt against the prin- 
cipal authority leads to all this. No nation 
has ever been converted to Christianity by 
Luther’s followers. It would be impossible, 
when the rule of private judgment was to 
govern. Passing to the popular claim, that 
Luther gave the Bible to the masses, Mer. 
Capel said that oefore Luther § was 
born the Catholic church had translated 
the scriptures into the Janguage which was 
the mother tongue of all people of learn- 
ing. He argued that Christianity does not 
depend alone on reading the Bible. 
the first three centuries of Christianity there 
was no New Testament. The Chatholic 
chureh says read the scriptures, but do not 
place your own interpretation on them. In 
conclusion, he begged his hearers to look at 
this matteriu the light of history and rea- 
son, aud not blindly follow the shibboleths of 
prejudice repeated during 400 years. Mer.

WaAsHINGTON, November 12. —Services cou- 
memorative of the 400’h anniversary of the 
birth of Luther were held in all the Lutheran 
cburches here to-day. Pere Hyacinthe spoke 
in French at the Memorial church. In Balti- 
more tne 400:h anniversary of the birth of 
Martin Luther was celebrated in nearly all 
the Evangelical churches. In Petersburg, 
Virginia, special sermous appropriate to the 
anniversary of the birth of Luther, was preach- 
ed in some of the Protestant 
churches before large congregations. In 
New York,in the greater number of the Prot- 
estant churches, sermons on Martin Lutber 
were preached. In Brooklyn and in Queens 
and Suffolk counties, special services were 
held, and sermons on the life of Luther gen- 
erally preached. In Philadelphia, in the 
churches of all Protestant denominations, 
services appropriate to tbe anniversary of the 
birth of Martin Luther were held. In Uhicago, 
the Luther anniversary was referred to in 
nearly all churches. The Luther memorial 
association beld a special service for the peo 
ple of all nations, Luther’s bym, ‘‘Enne Feste 
Burg ist Unser Gotti,” was sung 
by the members of the congregation, each in 
his native tongue. Addresses were made in 
Knoglish, German and Scandanavian. A large 
number of ocber nationalities were repre- 
sented, including negroes, Greeks and China.

Bertin, November 12.—Ali the members of 
the imperial family attended the special 
Luther service at the cathedrai. A historical 
procession at Eisleben yesterday was a great 
success, It represented Luther’s reception by 
Count Mansfield, and consisted of 
heralds, trum peters, banner men, 
huntsmen, falconers, knights, esquires, coun- 
selors and noblemen, with attendants, all 
richly dressed in costumes of the time of 
Luther. Luther rode in a decorated carriage 
with his three sons, followed by the city 
guilds with banners, miners, trades, ass9cia- 
tions and citizens generally, in various an- 
lique costumes. The whofe madea splendid 
Spectacie, elicting continucus cheers and 
shouts of admiration along the whole route 
of the procession. In St, Petersburg the Lu- 
ther anniversary is declared, by the press, as 
an occasion for rejvicipg in the whoie civil- 
ized world. In London service was held at 
Westminster abbey in connection with the 
Luther festival. The archbishop of York, 
preached the memorial sermon. Lutber 
services were also held in many cities and 
towns throughout the kiugdom.

A Savatuah Ocean Steamer lakes Fire at Sea—A Nure 
row Lacape, 

Ne@WXork, November 12 —The steamship 
Talla@ussee, of the Ocean Steamship com- 
pany of Savannah, sailed from that port Fri- 
day wth 3,200 bales of cotton and a quantity 
vf turpentine and rosin on board. Sne hada 
crew Of 47 men and 13 passengers. When.off 
High’ands at 6:45 o’clock last evening, she 
was discovered to be on fire. Captain Fisher 
ordered the engineer to run her at fuli speed. 
This was done and the burning steamer arriy- 
ed at pier 35, North river, this city, 
at ten o'clock last bight. The 
process of docking her took an hour. By 
that time the fire engines were on the pier 
and the fire steamer was beside her. The 
passengers were landed and the firemen went 
to work. Atanearly hour this a. m. the 
fire was stitl burning among the cotton but 
had no$spread to where the turpentire and 
rosin are. ‘The loss will be heavy bat fully 
covered by insurance. The Tallahassee is an 
i:on vessel and was launched one year ago. 
Before disembarking the passengers united 
in wri@pg a letier of praise for the coolness 
aod cotrage of the oflicers and crew. The 
fire was not put out until 
day light this morning when the lower hold 
was pumped full of water. It did not reach 
the upper deck, as was feared.

THE WHISKY, FENCE AND DOG LAW. 

We printed in Sunday’s CoNsTITUTION a 
map showing the progress made on _ prohibi- 
tion, no fence and dog tax by the people of 
Georgia under the operation of the local option 
law. 

As to the temperance people it looks as ii 
they would rapidly occupy the entire state of 
Georgia outside of those counties that hold 
the eight largest cities. Inthe past two years 
they have made an aggressive campaign and 
have whipped eight outof ten of the fights 
they have made. In most cases the majority 
against whisky has been so overwhelming as 
to fix the matter definitely and permanently. 
It may be understood that as far as Georgia is 
concerned the country grocery must go. In 
fact, it has already gone out of most the coun- 
ties and smaller towns. 

The movement to abolish the fence has not 
made such rapid progress, but it has gained 
ground steadily. The nofence movement 
has this advantage: it can never take a step 
backward. Whenever the old fence is rooted 
out, it can never be re-establisbed. The people 
of no county will vote to build up fences that 
they have already voted to destroy. The no- 
fence men are not discouraged by frequent 
defeat. They rally, and try it again. Each 
election shows diminished majorities against 
the no-fence movement. In Waltcn, for in- 
stance, the record runs 1200, 450, 520. In the 
next election the no-fence men of Walton say 
they will carry the county. In 1879, by the 
census, the farmers of Georgia paid $1,834,- 
625 for building and repairing fences, This 
enormous outlay will be diminished year 
after year. .

In only one county is the law at work. Next 
year will witness many a stout fight over 
Tray; Blanche and Sweetheart, and local pol- 
iticians will be called on to align themselves 
for or against the dogs. : 

VACCINATION FOR YELLOW FEVER. 

During the yellow fever epidemic in New 
Orleans in 1878, Dr. Joseph Jones, a distin- 
guished physician of that city, began a 
series of experimental investigations in re- 
gard to the origin of yellowfever. About the 
same time a series of similar investigations 
was begun by Dr. Domingos Freire, of Rio de 
Janeiro. The investigations of these scientists 
have yielded practical results that are now in 
process of development. Pursuing their 
researches and experiments independently, 
Dr. Jones and Dr. Freire have each discovered 

_the bacterium or cryptococcus in yellow 

fever, and each has produced the disease by 
inocculation, subcutaneous injection and con- 
tact. The blood of animals thus destroyed 
swarmed with the same deadly bacteria. 

Dr. Freire, of Rio de Janeiro, has suple- 
mented his discoveries by following the line 
marked out by Jenner and pursued with such 
eminent success by M. Pasteur, the famou; 
French scientist, the f ormer vaccinating for 
smallpox, and the latter for splenic fever and 
chicken cholera. Jenner's theory has thus 
bean confirmed not alone by the success of 
Bastion for smalipox, but by the success 
of Pasteur’s experiments; and this success 


its ultimate application in all zymotic dis- 
eases.

There are in Atlanta about fifteen or six- 
teen benevolent orders conducted by colored 
women, witha total mem bership of some- 
thing like three thousand. The most power- 
ful order is thatof the Good Samaritans which 
haus two lodges arfd avery heavy membership. 

This is the order that was robbed of a thou- 
sand dollars by a director several months ago 
The money was paid out of bank on a forged 
check. Tnese checks are curiosities in their 
way and have to be signed by several officers. 
The unlocking of a Cninese vault is not atten- 
mrt with mere ceremony than is required for 

he signing of a check of acolored benevolent 
society. Lhe wily director however succeeded 
in furging allthe names and deceiving the 
bank teller. Of course the bank bad to make 
the money goodand the director has since 
been caught and will suffer the full penaity 
for his rascality. The Union Trayelers is an- 
other strong order, and among the 
other societies are the following 
The Daughters of Bethel” the 
‘*‘Mutual Aid,’ the ‘Gospel Aid,’’ the ‘True 
Sisters of Charity,’ the ‘Sisters of Love.’’ 
the ‘‘Sisters of Unity, the,’’ ‘Brother's 
Union, ” the “‘Sister’s Resevelent society, 
the ‘““Deborah,’’ the ‘Sisters of Jacob,’’ the 
“True Sisters of Honor,’ the “‘Oid People’s 
society,’ the “Helping Hand,” the ‘‘Daugh- 
ters of Ziou,’’ ete. 

Cuntrary to the expectation of the reporter 
the ‘‘Raslin Jacobs” could not be found. It 
is said, however, that such a society exists in 
Macon. 

The “Old Peopie’s society” 

about sixty or seventy very old people. 
Others are made up for the most 
of cooks, house girls and the better 
classes of washerwomen who are moved by 
higher feelings than usually impel negrvues 
The societies buye for their aim the general 
welfare of the members and assistance and 
care in sickness and a decent and respectable 
burial at death. The members pay into the 
treasury from 25 cents to oU cents per month. 
[f a member becomes sick be or she is paid 
two dollars per wecs uptil re covery Or 10 Case 
of death the family is given $25, or the funer- 
al expenses are puid and the balance of the 
$25 goes to the family of the deceased. In 
ithe meantime all necessary nursing is done 
by the members who- care for the sick by 
turns. Cases are known where as much 
$150 bas been paid out in benefits to a mem- 
r who hed @ long spell of sickness. 
Some of the sucieties: own lots and all are 
in a prosperous condition, the members stick- 
Ing tu them through thick and thin, and ney 
er failing torespond with their mites. The 
Good Samaritans owna lot on Pryor street 
near Beli’s lumiber yard. 

There are tour lodges of Odd Fellows and 
lods ges of Masons among the colored peo- 
the ¢ city. 

The temperance obligations in these socie- 
tles are very strong and binding. 

BURYING COLORED PEOPLE. 

A negro said to a CONSTITUTION man yester- 
day : 

“Some of these societies own 
lots in the cemetery, and I wish they could 
all have their burying ground assigned them.

They some- 
tl ues go to the white undertaking esta} ish- 
ments and buy coffins costing as much as fer- 
ty or fifty dollars, but such cases are rafe@ 
Metalic caskets cost from $100 to $350, and it is 
suid thata negro was pever buried in one in 
Georgia. Pauper coffins are very aneap 
Coles, the colored undertaker, makes them 
for the city a eighty-three cents each, buries 
tue bodies for a dollar additional, thus making 
a pauper burial cost $183. Itis said that the 
lumber for each coffin costs hinr seventy-five 
cents. The lowest priced factory coffins cost 
at wholesale about six or seven doi! A 
white man may be decently buried and have 
two carriages for about forty-tive dollars, but 
females cost all the way upward from that 
amount.
